So rapid is progress being made in air­ 
plane design and construction and in the 
accumulation of fly ing know ledge that 
the aeronautics div ision of the depart­ 
ment of commerce finds it necessary each 
y ear to call a conference of manufactur­ 
ers of planes and 
equipment 
to 
keep 
safety regulations up to date. 
Fifty m ak­ 
ers hav e just attended the fifth of these 
conferences to make fly ing better and 
safer. 
Planes manufactured during the nex t 
y ear will embody ev ery thing essential the 
department and av iation engineers learn­ 
ed during the past y ear from the inv esti­ 
gation of accidents and the design and 
construction of planes. 
Better materials 
and more infallible way s of testing them, 
improv ed designs, improv ed motors and 
new safety dev ices will go into the new 
planes. 
These get-togethers 
of 
makers 
and 
regulators result 
in 
the 
betterment of 
manufacturing and fly ing rules, in which 
the public has a v ital interest because 
they determine in some part the degree 
o f air safety . 
Conferences

TROTZKY'S SYLLOGISM 
Leon Trotzky in ex ile is reported to 
hav e prepared a pamphlet in which he 
say s that the Russian dictatorship of the 
proletariat must fall unless there shall be 
a 
successful 
communistic 
rev olution 
throughout the world. He denounces J os­ 
eph Stalin, holding that “ the dictatorship 
of the proletariat in the 
sov iet 
republic 
^y ould inev itably hav e to suffer destruc­ 
tion if the capitalist regime in the rest of 
the world should prov e to be capable of 
maintaining itself for another long his­ 
torical effort.“ 
In this Trotzky is 
probably 
correct. 
Communism in Russia will not succeed, 
although it may last many decades, slow­ 
ly conforming to the capitalistic sy stem, 
with Russia’s ev entual em ergence as one 
of the most efficient and powerful of the 
capitalist states eccelerated by it. Stalin 
and Trotzky may be dead as Lenin is 
dead by the time that this comes to pass. 
In the y ears that Russia shall be engaged 
in its ex periment noble in motiv e it may 
cause great disturbance and some upset­ 
ting in capitalist countries, but, in the 
end, it will conform, and the world will 
see Russian bourgeois and Russian agra­ 
rians incomparably richer than those of 
the Tsarist regime. 
Trotzky is desperately honest perhaps 
and, like all men intellectually desperate, 
will pass to his fathers as thousands of 
tragic mistakes hav e passed in the cen­ 
turies before him- 
That 
Russia 
will 
rev olutionize 
the 
world is a foolish notion to be entertain­ 
ed only by timid souls. 
Fourteen y ears ago no political or eco­ 
nomic change in Russia could hav e been 
for the worse. 
Its countless hordes of ig­ 
norant men and women had grov elled in 
the slime of a v ast region for ages. Beat­ 
en down they had writhed under the 
heels of their unnoticing masters for cen­ 
turies, and it renews confidence in the hu­ 
man race that they still had the lingering 
initiativ e to rebel and with heroic ex er­ 
tion to pull up a round on the ladder of 
civ ilization.

The Tomato had been restricted In 
size by a lack of water and hot 
■weather and suddenly they take on 
a rapid form of growth, and split. 
Pick 
them early In the morning and

color, to prev ent this condition.

Ag e; m arried or sing le; nu mber 
of children; w hether a member of 
any chu rch, and of what denomina­ 
tion; bu siness; former occu p ation; 
leng th of residence in cou nty ; p re­ 
v iou s ju ry serv ice; and “are y ou in 
fav or of p rohibition?”

qu estionnaire, 
Ju dg e Booth said In his op inion: 
“This is rev ersible error. Under 
ou r sy stem of administering crim­ 
inal law, the ju ry is of the hig hest 
imp ortance.

Use o f Artificia l Lig ht 
in Henho use Indo rsed 
The use of artificial light 
In the 
houses of the laying hens in Sep­ 
tember and October is proving 
a 
profitable practice on many New 
Jersey farms, reports C. S. Pratt, 
research specialist at the state col­ 
lege of agriculture. New Brunswick. 
It has, explains Mr. Pratt, the ad­ 
vantage of prolonging the length of 
the day in the early fall and seems 
to give an increased egg production 
in the months when large eggs are 
demanding n premium price. 
This 
Is an extension of the use of artifi­ 
cial lights, which heretofore have 
been used extensively on pullet*, 
and solely in the winter. 
Any .« ystem of artificial light may 
be used. 
Starting it when the day­ 
light or working hours for the hens 
fall below 13. 
If the morning 
system Is used, the lights are put 
on from 4:30 a. in. until daylight. 
Tlie evening system calls for lights 
from dusk until 6:30 or 7 p. m., and 
the evening lunch system from 8 :30 
to 0:30 p. m. 
The purpose of the light, of 
course, Is to increase the food con­ 
sumption. 
For best results 100 
birds should consume from 10 to 
12 pounds of grain dally and an 
eq ual 
amount 
of 
mash. 
Moist 
mash may be fed to good advan­ 
tage. 
The light should be discontin­ 
ued about November 1, and the 
birds allowed to go through a rest­ 
ing period of two or three months.
